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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 2-10, 12-16, 18, 23-26, 28-29 are pending in Instant Application. 

2. All claims are allowed over the prior art of record. 

Statutory Subject Matter 

3. The claims are drawn to statutory subject matter. Specifically, creating a calibrated water 
distribution model is afforded a practical application of generating an optimized water distribution 
center and therefore reducing costs associated with maintaining / building the distribution system. 

Claim Interpretation 

4. The term "the desired set of calibration parameters" refers to the calibration parameters discussed in 
limitations A-E and their respective "user-selected desired goodness-of-fit" parameters. Accordingly, 
a 35 U.S.C. § 112 P2 (antecedent basis) deficiency does not exist. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

6. As per claim 2, the most relevant prior-art of record is Walters in view of WaterCAD and discloses the 
claim as set-forth in Office Action dated 12/26/07. 

7. The prior art does not explicitly disclose or suggest (claim 2): 

"selecting calibration parameters to be adjusted to calibrate the water distribution mode, the calibration 
parameters including link status and one or more of, pipe roughness and junction demand " in 
combination with the remainder of the claim and "building calibration water distribution model". 
Specifically, the calibration parameters to be adjusted are "link status" and at least one of each pipe 
roughness and junction pressure parameters. The definition of "link status" is made clear from 
prosecution history of the Instant Application. 
The claim is disclosed in the Specification as follows: 

2. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A method of automatically calibrating a water distribution model of a 

water distribution network, comprising the steps of: 
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(A) selecting calibration parameters to be adjusted to calibrate the water distribution model, the 
calibration parameters including link status and one or more of, pipe roughness and junction 
demand (PGPUB para 37 and 38); 

(B) collecting field observed data including a pipe flow measurement and a junction pressure 
measurement for at least one point in the water distribution network, and including 
corresponding loading conditions and boundary conditions describing settings of valves or pumps 
that existed in the network when said field observed data was collected and passing such 
information to a genetic algorithm module (PGPUB para 32); 

(C) generating at said genetic algorithm module a population of calibration solutions that 
comprise a set of calibration results, using a genetic algorithm (PGPUB para 32, 40); 

(D) running multiple hydraulic simulations of each solution to obtain a set of predictions of pipe 
flows and junction pressures at selected points in the network, corresponding to the loading 
conditions and associated boundary conditions when the field observed data was collected 
(PGPUB para 32, 40); 

(E) performing a calibration evaluation including -computing a goodness-of-fit value for each 
calibration solution based upon differences between field observed values and said predictions 
(PGPUB para 36, 40); 

(F) repeating steps (C) through (E) until a user-selected desired goodness-of- fit value is 
obtained resulting in a corresponding calibration solution for calibrating a water distribution 
model (PGPUB para 36, 40); and 

(G) building a calibrated water distribution model using the desired set of calibration parameters 
providing the corresponding calibration solution (PGPUB para 22). 

Other independent claims are allowable for the reasons set-forth above. 
8. All other claims are allowable because they incorporate allowable subject matter of the above- 
allowed claims. 
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The art of record, either individually or in combination, fails to teach, suggest, or render obvious 
invention having the corresponding function that is claimed. In view of the foregoing, the Instant Claims 
of the present application are found to be patentable over the prior art.
